ADAPT NEW TECHNIQUE 
FOR ANIMATED MAPS 
—_—m. ~ 

| In recent years animated war maps, 
generally global perspective maps on 
‘ which routes of strategy, lines of com- 
,;munication and soon are marked, 
have been in constant use in docum- 
|entary films. The traditional anima- 
| tion technique for making these maps, 
| called the “single-cell” method, is to 
make a separate drawing celluloid for 
| every single frame of film. 

A new technique, known as the 
| “glass scratch-off” method, has recent- 
| ly been evolved by the National Film 
; Board. Maps are painted on cards ab- 
; out two feet by three. Arrows, routes 
and other symbols which are to anim- 
ute are painted on sheets of glass and 
blaced over this ecard. The paint on 
the glass is then scratched off little by 
little. a frame of film being photo- 
graphed every time a sliver of paint is 
| scratched away. The finished pro 
duet will give the impression that the 
painting on the glass disappears. To 
make a symbol appear the same meth- 
od is used, but the frames are photo- 

eraphed backwards. The symbol then 
| seems to appear from nothing. 

The advantage of the “glass scratch- 
off” method is that by manipulation of 
| this simple principle a great deal of 
comnlex animation can be accomplish- 
ed with a fraetion of the labour need- 
ed to do it by the “single-cell” meth- 
od.

WORLD OF FOOD STUFFS 


Argentine corn acreage is offically 
estimated at 9,916,000 acres, the small 
est planted acreage since 1924-25. 
Stocks of wheat in the French zone of 
Germany are expected to be exhausted | 
by the end of May. 

European weather and soil condi- 
tions during the past few weeks have 
been exceptionally favourable for 
spring field work, and it is believed 
that much additional land will be 
cultivated for food crops. The first 
shipment of a promised 500,000 tons 
of Russian wheat has arrived in 
France——The weather continues gen- 
erally favorable for seeding, germina- 
tion and growth of the U. S. A. wheat 
crop.
